KENTUCKY LEGISLATURE. 

IN SENATE. 

Mo5Dat, Jan. 3. 

Prayer by the Rev. Mr. Robissox, of the Presby- 
terian Church. 

3Iessrs. EVANS and DRAFFIN a 4 >peared and 
took their seats. 

The oath of office was adminstered to E. D. 
HOBBS, the Senator from Jefferson, who took his 
seat. 

Jouraalof Satorday read. 

Petitions. 

3Ir. HE.\DY presented the petitUni of Elizabeth 
A«n Deacon, praj-ing a divorce; referred to the 
Committee on Religion. 

Mr. HAMBLETON presented the petition of the 
heirs ef Thos. Helm; referred to a select commit- 
tee. 

Mr. J.\3IES presented the petition of L. D. Ber- 
ry, praying to Import certain slaves into this State; 
referred to tl*c Committee on Propositions and 
Grievances. 

The Treasurer's Annual Report was received and 
150 copies ordered to be printed for the use of the 
Senate. 

Mr. HOBBS offered a resolution allow'ing a seat 
to the Reporter of tlie Commonwealth on tlie floor 
of the Senate. Carried. 

I.eave was granted to introduce the foriowing bills: 

To Mr. McN.^RY — a bill to change the name of 
Wm. G. Mu.sgrove to that of \Vm. G. Logan. 

To Mr. BOYD — a bill to change the proceedings 
in Chancery. 

Also — a bill to amend the attachment laws of this 
State. 

Also — a bill to exempt certain property in the 
town of FleiRir.gsburg fro«i a certain tax. 

To Mr. M.NMBLETON — ahiW to amend the law 
concerning guardians. 

To Mr. HOBBS — a biKto amend an act approved 
March 1st 1847, chartering a company to construct 
a railroad from Frankfort to lyouisvilie. 

To Mr. EVANS — a bill for the benefit of John 
Caruth of Allen county. 

To Mr. MARSH.NLL — a bill for the benefit of 
Samuel Hogan of Green county. 

On niotion, the Senate adjourned. 

HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 

The Speaker took the chair at 10 oVlock, A. 31. 

The Journal was read by the clerk. 

Petitions were pnesented b\’ Messrs. Hardy, Grain- 
ger, JoluiSlon,N3’ilkins. Haggard, Boyd. McReynolds, 
S. Young, Wright, Williams, Boraith, Boulware, 
Bourland and others, the reading of which were dis- 
pensed with, and they were referred to appropriate 
committees. 

The SPE.\KER announced that he had just re- 
ceived a communication from the Secretary of State, 
and would now' lay it before the House. 

Select Committee.^. 

3Ir. TOWLES reponed a bill for the benefit of 
the Judge of the second judicial district, allowing 
him the further time of two years to move into his 
district. After the first reading ef tlie bill, and the 
motion to dispense with the second and third read- 
ings being carried, 

Mr. TOWLfiS made <t statement of the reason 
w'hy further time was asked, which to him, as well 
as to the members of the Bar of the district, as he 
was informed, weresaiisfactory. 

Mr. HUGHES also thought the reasons satisfac- 
tory, he believed it to he the unanimous desire of 
the members of the Bar of the district, and he was 
positive with regard to Crittenden county. 

3Ir. SOERY understood the case differently; he 
thought the time which had already been allowed 
was quite enough; there had been time for him to 
move had he desired to, and if he did not there were 
gentlemen in the district, who were competent to 
rill the office. He could not agree with the gentleman 
ill regard to the unanimous consent of the members 
of the Bar, he thought not. He concluded by mov- 
ing to commit the bill to the committee on tlie 
Judiciary, v.hich was done. 

Mr. HUGHES reported bj' bill, an act to re-take 
the sense of the people as to the propriety of calling 
a ('onveutiun — Read. 

He clearly and conclusively stated the superiority 
of this bill, over the one passed last session, particu- 
larly in regard to the manner of returning the votes. 

After dispensing with the second reading of the 
bill, 

Mr. HARDY moved to commit to the committee 
of Ways and Means — (Carried. 

Mr. C03IBS reported a bill for the benefit of the 
OfficersandSuldicrs in Mexico; read. The question 
bring on the second reading of the bill, the reporter 
of the bill (Mr. Combs) said, he hoped the rules of the 
House and, readings of the bill would be dispensed 
with, and this bill immediately passed. That the 
Commissioner at Washington, 3Ir, J. L. Edwards, 
seemed to ermsider eveiy' Soldier as a criminal, and 
that he was the prosecuting .\ltorney, and he there- 
lore construed the acts of Congress to suit himself, 
with little regard to reason or justice, and throws 
eveiy technical difficulty in the way of the Soldiers; 
he straddles the Treasurer’s box and holds the claim- 
ants at defiance — thus putting them to much un- 
neccessary trouble and expense. This bill was 
similar to the law now in force, in reference to 
Revohitioneiy' Soldiers and Soldiers of the Late 
War. and ought to be passed. 

Mr. WINTERSMITH moved to commit to the 
Judiciary committee — Lost. 

The question being on the final passage of the 
bill it was carried. 

Mr. HUGHES raored that the committee of 
Ways and Yteans report on the bill to re-take the 
sense «f the people, as to the propriety of calling a 
Com-eutiou, on Wednesday next,; carried. 

The fiPE,^KER laid before the House the re- 
port of the Board of Visitors of the Kentucky Pri- 
son. 

.Also, the report of the 2d Auditor. 

Mr. HUGHES offered a resolution requiring the 
Secretary of State to present to this House a list of 
the voters entitled to vote for Representatives. His 
object was to comply with the 7th section of the 
old law. 

Mr. HANSON moved to amend, so as to read 
“aggregate number of votes, dte;” carried, together 
with the resolution. 

Mr. HARDY had leave to introduce a billto reg- 
ulate the duties of Jailors and of others; referred. 

Mr. A. YOUNG had leave to introduce a bill to 
repeal the law taxing spectacles, dtc. ; referred to 
the Committtec of Ways and Means.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE TOBACCO CON- 
VENTION AT BOWLINGGREEN. 

At a Convention of the delegates from the boards 
of trade of the several counties in the Green River 
portion of the State of Kentucky, assembled in the 
town of Bowlinggreen, on Monday, the 6th of De- 
cember, 1847, Gen. Tliomas Strange of Warren, 
was appointed President. Col. Lemuel Williams of 
Cumberland and Jolin Matthews, Esq., of Barren, j 
were appointed Vice Presidents; Tandy H. Trice, i 
Esq., of Christian and J. .\. Cooke, Esq., of Ed- 
monson were appointed Secretaries. 

Whereupon the following preamble and resolu- 
tions were adopted. | 

Whereas, the Legislature of Louisiana in March,! 
1816, by the passage of a law establishing a State ! 
warehou.<e*!cc.,in New Orleans has no doubt unin- I 
tcntionally entailed on the tobacco growing coun- j 
ties of the Stale, respectfully, remonstrate against | 
those grievances which result from the late Law, for l 
the warehousing, inspecting and selling tobacco in j 
New (Jrlcans. I 

Believing that the Legislature of Louisiana has | 
been influenced in the passage of said law, by no 
other than motives to advance the general interest j 
of the tobacco trade, in the New Orleans market j 
and to increase the general confidence therein, both I 
at home and abroad, yet, at the same time believing 
that experience has already e.stablished the fact, that 
said law is injudicious and unwise, operating at any 
rate to the prejudice of the planter, as well as in- 
imical to the foreigner, this convention do not hesi- 
tate to express the belief most respectfully, that it 
should he repealed. 

1st. Because there is great loss of time and labor 
in the inspecting and coopering of tobacco— a loss 
most injurious to the interest of the planter, owing 
to the peculiar character and climate of the New 
Orleans market. 

2d. Because the loss and wastage in the article of 
loose tobacco, is greater tliaii under the old law. 

3d. Becau.se the facilities of damage and imposi- 
tion upon the planter under the new law, are great- 
er than the old — resulting from the delays of inspec- 
tion and consequent falling to pieces of the hhds., or 
casks — the changing of heads — confusion of marks 
Nos. and certificates, and perhaps still more from the } 
range and indefinite classification of the quality of 
the tobacco. | 

4th. Because the order, and condition of the to- > 
bacco under the present system passes into the ■ 
hands of the purchaser, worse than before, resulting 
from its mutilated state, and thereby seriously affect- 
ing thecharacter and reputation ofthe trade. There- 
fore 

Resolved, That the present inspection law of Lou- 
isiana be repealed — and that the warehousing be 
placed in the hands of individual enterprise, instead 
of the State warehouses. 

Ri . solved, Tliat six inspectors be appointed for the 
city, and two for Lafayette, with an inspection fee, 
of sixty cents per each hhd., and to furnish their own 
sample drawers. 

Resolved, That the size of the cask, and thickness i 
of the slave and heading be established by law, as j 
follows: Length pf stave fifty-four inches — thickness j 
live-eighths of an inch — heading one and a quarter 
inches — the cask to have six good hoops — and to 
mea.sure thirty-eight inches across the head in the 
clear — all the timber to be seasoned. 

R/solved, That if the inspectors shall find a cask 
which does not agree with the lawful dimensions, 
they shall have said cask taken off and weighed at 
the expense of the owner of the tobacco. 

Rr.solved, That the hoops above the heading hoops 
shall be taken off, and three staves broken down so 
they may be enabled to break the tobacco in four 
places from which they shall draw samples. 

Resolved, That it shall be the duty of the ware- 
house proprietor to prepare the tobacco for inspec- 
tion, alter which to cooper up the same. 

Resolved, That ail hhds., of tobacco shall be tared 
equal, except such casks as do not agree with the 
lawful dimensions. 

Resolved, That the inspectors shall weigh a suffi- 
cient number of casks, so as to ascertain the weight 
of all, and they shall establish what the permanent 
tare shall be, and so, it shall remain. 

Resolved, That H. Mills (’renshaw,of Barren coun- 
ty, and Col. \V. F. Evans of Allen county.be, and 
they are hereby appointed a committee to prepare 
and communicate, to his excellency, the Governor 
of Louisiana, to be laid by him before the Legisla- 
ture of said State, a memorial, in regard to the im- 
portant interest of the tobacco planters referred to 
in the preceding resolutions. 

Resolved, That the Legislature of Kentucky be 
memorialized on tins, to us vital subject, and thatT. 
H. Trice and \V. F. Buckner of Christian, and Col. 
Geo. I). Blakey of Logan counties, be appointed a 
committee to draft said memorial. 

Resolved, That the Representatives in the l^egis- 
lature of Kentucky, from the tobacco growing coun- 
ties of the State represented in this convention be 
requested to aid in the passage of a resolution, ad- 
dressed to the Legislature of Louisiana, in regard to 
the foregoing resolutions. 

Resolved, That the papers published in Hopkins- 
ville, Russellville, Henderson and Bowlinggreen — 
the Ijouisville Journal and Democrat, and the Com- 
monwealth at Frankfort; be requested to publish the 
the proceedings of this convention.
